Proceeding is againſt all Law and Rea- 
ſon ; and the Attempt made upon me is 
parallel to the French Marquis ſome Timo 
ago. And as I am an Officer in his Ma- 


jeſty's Service at Sea, and ſtand-alone 


without any ſincere Friend but common 
Juſtice, I am olige to make my Caſe in 
this Diſtreſs as publick as poſſible. And 
as I have ſettled a Thouſand Pounds up- 
on my Wife, beſides her own Fortune, 


and her Truſtee deprives me of receiving 


my Moneys through the Virtue of a 
Power I left him while in the Country, 
which is this Mr. Nb, at the S——n 
and H—re, near M—-r's C-pp--I, L—n 


Dr——p—r; and he (finding; I have a 


little Money by me to live on for a lit- 
tle Time,) with my Wife and her Friends, 


will not ſeruple at any Rate to have me 


put out of the Way, for fear theſe Vil- 
lanies ſhould come to Light, and to enjoy 
all TI have, which, including every Thing, is 
between 5 or 600ol, I have offered after 
all her ill Uſage, any Thing that is rea-
